DETAILED ACTION 

The Amendment, filed on December 23, 2009 lias been entered and 
acknowledged by the Examiner. 

In light of amendment objection to claim 5 and 35 U.S. C. 112 second paragraph 
rejection of claim 3 have been withdrawn. 

Claims 1-9 are pending in the instant application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the lamp socket with combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1 , and 
specifically comprising the limitation of the flange resting on protrusions which project 
upwardly from an upper edge of the receiving section and protrusions being interposed 
between the flange and the upper edge. The closest prior art USPN 7,559,685 to 
Rosenmuller et al. discloses a space remaining between the flange and the top side of 
the bottom section but is silent about any protrusions upward from the top surface of the 
bottom section which would provide the space. 

Claims 2-9 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 because of their 
dependency status from claim 1 .
